FOREIGN N EWS. 


 PRANCE.—A thanksgiving service was held in all the synagogues of a 


‘the French empire on the 15th alt., in honour of the féte of the. umperor. 
The 18th ult, was the centenary of the birth of Napoleon the Great. We 
‘are surprised that it was not celebrated with greater ceremonial in France 
on that account, Napoleon the First was a great friend of the Jews, and 


the consistorial organization of French «udaism is due to him. It was he . 


who insisted on the destruction of the insulting placard on the Zeil, or public 


promenade of Frankfort-on-the-Maine,.“* Jews and dogs may not enter here.” 


On this oceasion several decorations of the Legion of Honour were conferred 
by the Emperor of the French. Among these we find the names of several 
of our brethren, Professor Frank was raised to the rank of Commander 3 
and the Legion of Honour was granted to the following: Mons. Berliner

Sin Sampson Gipeon, 
Sampson Gideon, the great Jew broker, as he was called in the city, 


and the founder of the house of Eardley, as he is known to genealogists, | 


died in 1762. This name, as the great tinancial friend of Sir Robert Wal- 
pole, the oracle and leader of Change Alley, and the determined opponent 
of Sir John Barnard, was as familiar to city circles in the last century as 
the names of Goldsmid and Rothschild are at present. A shrewd, sarcastic 
man, possessing a rich vein of humour, the anecdotes preserved of him are, 
unhappily, but few and far between. “Neyer grant life annuities to old 
women,” he would say, ‘they wither, but they never die;” and if the pro- 
posed annuitant coughed with a violent asthmatic cough, Gideon would 


call out, ‘© Ave, ave! you may cough; but it sha’nt save you six months’ 
purchase.” The great hit Gideon made was in 1745, when the rebel 


army approached London; the king was trembling, the prime minister was 


undetermined, and stocks were’ selling, at any price. Unhesitatingly he 


went to Jonathans, bought all in the market, and advanced: every, guinea he 
possessed, pledged his name and reputation for more, and held as much as 
the remainder of the members held together. Whenthe Pretender retreated 
and stocks rose, the Jew experienced the advantage of his foresight. That 
he was a man of liberal views niay be gathered from his annual donation to 


the “Sons of the Clergy,” from his legacy of £2000 to the same charity, 
and of £1000 to the London Hospital. He died (1762) in the faith of his 


fathers, leaving £1000 tothe Jewish synagogue, on condition that he shouid 
be interred in the burial place of the choser people, and prayed for in the 


Jews’ service as a Jew and a married man, which was done accordingly.—

have no law applying to them, but not so according to the rules and ordin- 
ances of the Jewish religion.” {t was further proved that when this witness 
chad been remonstrated with by his friends, he had replied “ that he was no

In Austria, the Jews hold a most favourable position. The 
generous laws of that great empire will eventually, we hope (for 
our sympathies, as Jews and as Britons, should be with Austria in 
its difficult and struggling career), restore it to its ancient position 
in Europe. To these laws we owe the excellent situation of our 
~ community ‘in this regenerated realm, in which they enjoy perfectly equal 
tights in common with all other citizens of the Hapsburg Empire. The- 
liberal “ conscience laws” permit Christians to embrace Judaism, and con- 
verted Jews to return to their ancestral religion; and it is a remarkable fact 
that many persons have availed themselves of this provision—some, indeed, 
under circumstances of an interesting and almost romantic character. 


In Honeary, the twin sister of Austria, a Kingdom united to her by 


the firm bond of a joint crown and dynasty, the position of the Jews is the 
Same as in the Austrian empire proper. But efforts have been made to 
organize the Hungarian Jewish community in a business-like manner ; and 


for that purpose a congress was called together by Baron Eorvos, the en- |

“ Q Lord God Almighty, Maker of the universe, God of Israel, there 
is none like Thee in Heaven above or in earth beneath, who keepeth 
covenant and mercy with Thy servents. Heaven is Thy throne, and 
earth is Thy footstool. Yea, the Heaven of Heavens cannot contain 
Thee, and how much less this house which Thy servants would build to 
Thee. Yet, O God, wilt Thon have regard to the prayers and supplica- 
tions which Thy servants offer this day? May Thine eyes be open to- 
wards this house night and day, even as towards the place of which Thou 
hast said,‘ My name shall be there.’ Hear then the prayers of Thy 


servants, the people of Israel. Hear Thou in Heaven, and when Thou 


heares'. forgive. As ‘Thou didst talk with Thy servants in the olden 
time, so do:t Thou speak to us here to-day. May Thy voice be heard 
and Thy face seen. As Jacob set up a pillar, even a stone, in the place 
where Thou didst talk with him, and poured wine and oil upon it in token 
of the joy and gladness of his heart, and called the place Bethel, so do 
we consecrate here this temple to be Thy house. May this be indeed 
Thy house, and the gate of Heaven to Thy people. Here mayest Thou 
dwell as in Thy Zion and Thy name be praised with thanksgivings. As 
Thou didst go betore their fathers as a light in the wilderness of trial and 
the sea of trouble, till. they reach the Canaan of their hopes, the pro- 
mised land of their fuith. May this be a corner-stone in Zion, even the 


head stone of the corner, and the licht of the Lord be the joy of this- 


house. As the hills were round about Jerusalem, so may the Lord be 
reund this people, and may they worship Him in the Seauty of holiness.
